of  any  In  Canada  and  that,  instead,  the 
Opposition  member*  on  the  committee 
'  have  he aa  unable  to  prove  one  single 
Instance  Where  Irregularities  have  oc- 
curred, was  the  proud  boast  which  Pro-. 
mler .  Bowser  mad*  before  the  Legisla- 
ture last  evening.  His  declaration,  com. 
Ing  as  it  did  after  the  full  considera- 
tion of  the  repeat  of  the  committee  an 


to  its  findings  In  respect  of  the  large 
number  of  matter*  inquired  Into,  was, 
the  Premier  claimed,  a  merited  recog- 
nition of  too  efficiency  of  the  heads 
and  i  members  of  the  various  depart* 
ments  and  to  the  ministers  with  Whom 
he  was  proud  to  be  associated. 

•for  nearly  three  months,  Hon.  Mr. 
Bowser  pointed  out,  the  commutes  had 
been  delving  Into  the  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Province,  extending 
over  a  period  of  ten  years.  In  that 
time  between  $I0.0#0.000  and  t»o.ooo,- 
000  had  been  expended,  and  during  the 
three  months'  activities  of  the  com- 
mittee not  a  single  Instance  of 'wrong- 
doing or  misapplication  of  funds  had 
been  found. 

Ths  committee,  as  he  had  promised 
would  be  the  ease,  had  been  given  every 
facility  for  pursuing  Its  Investigations. 
The  result  was  an  emphatic  refutation 
of  the  Opposition  charges;  a  tribute  to 
the  clean  record  of  the  administration. 
It  was  to  be  hoped  that  when  next  the 
Opposition  members  appeared  before 
the  electors  they  would  have  the  fair- 
ness to  confesa  that  their  charges  had. 
been   proved    wholly    unfounded. 

The  debate  centred  upon  the 'report* 
whloh  the  public  Accounts  Committee 
recently  brought  down,  setting  forth 
the  finding*  0f  ju  inqulria*. Mo

Mr.  Brewster  first  explained  that  ow- 
ing to  the  great  amount  of  other  busi- 
ness he  had  not  found  It  posslbls  to  at- 
tend all  the  meetlnge  of  the  committee. 
He  touched  first  on  the  evidence  before 
the  Songhees  inquiry.  The  report,  he 
believed,  did  not  present  the  true  posi- 
tion as  bo  saw  it  Ms  outlined  the  evi- 
dence and  deduced  therefrom  that  the 
Government  had  not  been  Justified  In 
paying  ths  178,000  to  Mr.  Matson  when, 
he  claimed,  the  evidence  of  the  Indians 
had  shown  they  looked  to  the  late  Mr. 
Helmcken.  It  was  stated,  Mr.  Brewster 
said,  that  120.000  had  been  paid  by  Mr. 
Matson  to  Mr.  Helmcken  for  payments 
to  <be  made  to  the  Indiana  from  time  to 
time*  but  Indian  witnesses  failed  to 
give  any  evidence  of  that.  Relative  to 
the  Inquiry  Into  the  Benfrew  lands,  Mr. 
Brewster  declared,  ths  evidence  showed 
the  Government  had  been  very  negli- 
gent In  permitting  valuable  timber  lands 
to  be  disposed  as  second  class  agricul- 
tural lands;  that  lands  for  which  the 
Province  got  less  than  ►  911,000  ware 
registered  by  the  lumber  company  on  a 
declared  value  of  $451,000  and  were  now 
valued  by  the.  company  at  over  HOO.OOO. 
These  figures,  he  claimed,  ahowed  there 
had  been  no  proper  cheek  upon  landa 
taken  from  the  Government,  with  a  re- 
sultant heavy  less  to   the  Province. 

Strong  opposition  was  voiced  to  Mr. 
Brewater'a  statements  relative  to  the 
commission  received  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Han- 
Ington  In  connection  with  tho  purchase 
of  the  site  for  the  new  court  bouse, 
Messrs.  H.  B  Thomson  and  H.  H.  Wat- 
son producing  the  transcript  of  the  evi- 
dence to  emphatically  contradict  the 
suggestions  of  the  Liberal  member  for 
Victoria  that  Mr,  Hanlngton  had  sworn 
tho  Premier  knew  that  he  (Mr.  Honing- 
top)  was  to  receive  any  share  of  the 
commission. 

Mr.  Brewster  declared  Mr.  Hanlngton 
had  sworn  he  had  the  impression  that 
the  Premier  know. 

Mr.  Miller— -His  sworn  statement  was 
that  he  did  not  know  that  the  Premier 
knew  ke  had  received  the  commission. 
Mr.  Brewster  also  claimed  that  In 
respect  of  the  re-rertotratlon  of  the 
trust  mortgage  from  the  Canada  West- 
ern Lumber  Company,  the  fees  on  which 
had  been  rod  need  by  o/der-ln-councll. 
the  Government  had  no  authority  to 
make  tho  reduction,  and  that  the  two 
precedents  quoted  by  tho  Premier,  when 
before  the  committee,  had  not  hah  any 
bearing  on  tho  matter.  By  the  over-  I 
riding  of  the  terms  of  the  Registry  Act  I 
revenue  was  loot  to  tho  Province. 

In  concluding.  Mr.  Brewster  stated

That  It  was  not  the  fault  of  those 
who  brought  to-  the  attention  of  he 
Vancouver  police  authorities  the  fact 
that  "pluggers"  from  Seattle  were  Im- 
ported Into  Vancouver  to  personate  In 
behalf  of  the  Liberal  candidate,  but 
rather  the  indifference  which  the  police 
of  that  city  ahowed  to  the  frequent 
appeals  by  prominent  Conservatives  for 
action,  waa  the  glat  of  evidence  which 
was  yesterday  submitted  to  the  select 
committee  of  the  Legislature  investi- 
gating the  wholesale  sytem  of  fraud 
perpetrated  at  the  election.

Minister  of  War  Trade  Insists

LONDON.  May  87.— Up  to  late  i  last 
night  th*  American  note  to  England  on 
Interference  with  mails  had  not  reach- 
ed th*  Poreign  Office,  aad  no  official 
comment  waa  ventured  on  the  rough 
summary   cabled    here. 

Lord  Robert  Cecil,  Minister  of  War 
Trade,  In  a  talk  with  the  newspaper 
correspondents,  spoke  of  the  pointe 
raised  by  ths  critics  of  the  British  at- 
titude towards  the  seixure  of  mails— 
that  Orsat  Britain  had  no  right  to  search 
ship*  at  sea  and  take  the  mails  from 
them. 

-We  have  already  made  It  clear  that 
we  maintain  an  absolute  right  to  take 
malls  from  steamers  passing  through 
British  waters  for  the  sake  of  ascertain- 
ing If  they  contain  contraband."  aaid 
ha  "We  cannot  relinquish  that  right, 
hut  I  don't  want  to  discuss  It  as  a  pos- 
sible part  of  the  American  note  until  P 
aee  what  the  note  says.  If  contraband 
le  to  be  smuggled  through  our  waters  tn 
mall  sacks,  we  have  equally  ae  much 
right  to  seise  tho  sacks  as  to  seine  con- 
traband shlpe.  How  are  we  going  to 
know  there  Is  no  contraband  la  tho  mall 
unless  we  examine  suspected  mail? 

"The  Germans  shipped  a  largo  quan- 
tity of  contraband  before  we  caught 
them  at  it.  to  now,  to  protect  our- 
selves, wo  feel  obliged  to  oxen  our 
right  of  search.  Neutral  ship*  on  their 
way  through  our  waters  are  asked  by  as 
to  oome  Into  port,  no  that  tho 
can  ho  done  mare  quickly  than  at 
Wo  always  lot  tho  stall  go  after  the 
quickest  pooalMo  Jsepecttoe.

Pooley  said  he  submitted  It  In  order 
that  there  might  be  a  record  taken  of 
the  attitude  of  the  members  of  the 
Mouse  on  the  Important  quesion.  The 
bill,  if  made  effeclve,  would  undoubted- 
ly eeriously  affect  a  large  number  of 
persons  Interested  In.  the  traffic  and 
entitled  to  consideration.  H*  had  on 
Friday  pointed  out  how  compensation 
could  be  given  without  adding  any  bur- 
den upon. the  taxpayers  of  the  Prov- 
ince by  tho  simple  expedient  .of  the 
Government  taking  over  the  entire  bue- 
Iness,  import  liquor  instead  of  permit- 
ting private  person*  to  do  it,  and  sell 
to  the  latter,  thus  securing  sny  profit 
to  be  made,  and  from  out  of  ouch 
profits  to  pay  say  claim*  for  compen- 
sation whjch  a  commission  might  find 
to  be  properly  made.  Under  the  bill  as 
drafted,  a  person  might  have  as  many 
hogsheads  of  Imparted  liquor  In  too 
homo  as  he  desired,  but  'the  Govern- 
ment would  possess  no  control  over  the 
trsffic.  All  the  profits  In  the  trade 
aould  be  sent  outride  of  the  Province 
And  as,  be  believed,  the  Prohibition 
party  desired  tho  good  effects  of  tho 
Mil  to  bo  world  wide,  to  that  extent 
their  wishes  would  hs  defeated,  for  It 
would  bo  forcing  the  profits  of  tho 
liquor  trad*  into  hands  e to* where  while 
tho  taxpayers  of  tan  Prurigo*  would 
lose.

But  Oeneral  Oaillenl  a  principal  work 
waa  hia  conquest  and  pacification  of 
the  great  Island  of  Madagascar,  off  the 
aaat  coaat  of  Africa,  where  hespent  10 
years  converting  this  folrmerly  barbar- 
ous kingdom  Into  a  wonderfully  rlcjj 
and  well-ordered  dependency,  crossing  It 
with  a  not  work  of  railroad  lines  nnd 
highways,  developing  Its  Immense  min- 
eral and  agricultural  resources,  and, 
above  all.  placing  it  on  a  richly  paying 
basis. 

— Ona  of  the  moat  delicate  places  of

Oaillenl  waa  a  soldier  of  ths 
same  complex  t*svs  as  Field-Marshal 
Karl  Kitchener,  that  Is  to  say,  extremely 
lucid  In  his  Ideas,  absolutely  fearless,  a 
wonderful  organiser  and  administrator, 
and  of  Iron  determination.  He  had  the 
same  sort  of  steel-gray  piercing  eyes  as 
Lord  Kitchener,  the  same  heavy  eye- 
L  jws,  high  cheek-bones,  powerful  lower 
Jaw  and  bristling  moustache.  Like  Lord 
Kitchener,  too,  ho  was  very  reticent  and 
reserved  In  his  manner — a  man  of  notion 
rather  than  of  words — and  this  natur- 
ally created  an  impression  snd  inspired 
confidence  among  a  people  such  as  the 
French,  who,  like  all  the  Latin  races, 
are  disposed  to  eloquence. 

When  the  present  war  broke  out,  Oen- 
eral' Oaillenl  was  entrusted  by  the 
French  Government  with  the  defence  of 
Paris,  being  given  powers  that  rendered 
him  virtually  Independent  of  the  Minis- 
ter of  War  and  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief.  On  the  reconstruction  of  the 
French  Ministry  under  Premier  Brland 
somewhat  over  a  year  ago.  Ocn.  Oll- 
llenl  waa  made  Minister  of  War,  suc- 
ceeding M.  Mlllerand.  He  held  that  high 
post  until  his  falling  health  compelled 
him  to  relinquish  It  In  favor  of  Oen. 
Roques,  the  preaent  able  War  Minister. 


The  latter  in  which  ho  tendered  his 
resignation  wss  pathetic  In  tone.  He 
stated  that  since  his  appointment  as 
Minister  of  War  he  had  devoted  his  en- 
tire energies  to  the  service  of  his  be- 
loved Franco;  but  that  at  last  the  strain 
had  begun  to  have  an  effect  and  he  fait 
his,  strength,  which  he  desired  to  pre- 
serve only  to  expend  it  for  the  state, 
was  slipping  from  him.  Therefore,  with 
the  keenest  regret,  he  was  forced  to  asx 
that  he  be  relieved  of  hla  duties.  He 
hoped  that  his  retirement  would  be  only 
for  a  period  and  that  soon  again  ha 
would  be  able  to  serve.  As  time  has 
proved,  that  was  denied  him. 

Shortly  before  his  death  an  operation 
for  transfusion  of  blood  was  performed, 
but  It  had  little  effect.  The  general  was 
very  weak  snd  was  unable  to  take  nour- 
ishment. His  son  and  daughter  were  at 
Ms  bedside.

Columbia  must  look  ahead  with  the  in- 
tent that  conditions  shall  be  kept  so 
normal  as  to  make  it  possible  thai  it 
Will  be  In  a  position  to  bear  Its  share 
of  the  enormous  burdens  occasioned  by 
the  war.  The  only  proper  method  was 
to  convince  the  world  that  this  Prov- 
ince was  determined  to  maintain  its 
hitherto  high  financial  standing  and 
stability.  Such  a  measure  aa  that  be- 
fore the  Houee  would  prove  moat  disas- 
trous; It  would  bo  notice  to  the  financial 
Interests  that  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  was  not  prepared  to  maintain 
a  careful  and  cautious  attitude  in  times  i 
of  stress;  that  it  was  not  mindful  of 
Its   future  obligations. 

Authors  of  Act 
From  his  standpoint  as  a  Conserva- 
tive and  a  member  of  the  House,  sir- 
Thomson  declared,  he  wished  It  to  be 
distinctly  understood  that  the  Act  was 
not  a  Government  measure  in  the  real 
sense  of  that  phrase.  It  originated 
(guided  by  the  principles  of  the  refer- 
endum) with  the  People's  Prohibition 
Party.  It  was  their  Act,  Its  principles 
were  enunciated  by  them;  it  was  the 
Act  demanded  and  approved  by  them. 
The  Government  wsa  In  no  way  respon- 
sible for  the  Act  except  so  fur  aa  tho 
drafting  of  It  waa  concerned  and  Its  en- 
forcement. If- approved  by  the  people. 
Jt  was  a  question  wholly  for  the  peo- 
ple to  decide,  whether  they  desired  the 
bill  of  tba  People's  Prohibition  Party 
or  the  restrictive  and  advanced  Licence 
Law  of  the  Province,  a  law  which  had 
been  most  favorably  commented  *  on 
throughout  the  world  as  the  most  mod- 
ern legislation  upon  a  vexed  question 
Even  the  president  of  the  Prohibition 
Party,  when  urged  to  start  the  propa- 
ganda which  resulted  In  the  measure, 
had  stated  that  the  present  was  no  time 
to  do  so  and  had  advised  that  until  the 
war  was  over  no  change  should  be 
sought  But,  apparently,  since  then 
the  glamour  of  the  position  as  head  of 
the  movement  had  overcome  him  and 
since  the  present  sssslon  commenced  he 
had  been  created  the  virtual  dictator 
of  the  Legislature;  he  had  Issued  the 
flat  that  the  bill  drafted  by  the  Prohi- 
bition Party  most  be  put  through  with- 
out amendment. 

Referring  to  the  terms  of  the  meaaurc, 
Mr.  Thomson  stated  It  was  Interesting 
to  consider  the  spirit  of  the  amendments 
which  had  been  Introduced  while  the 
bill  was  under  consideration.  '  Every 
amendment  had  been  turned  down  be- 
cause, forsooth,  the  president  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Prohibition  party  would  not 
accept  any  chsnges.  Trus  those  amend- 
ments had  but  one  end  In  view,  the 
strengthening  of  the  bill  from  the  stand- 
point of  prohibition.  The  movers  of 
the  amendments  urged  that  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  liquor  to  be  supplied 
to  druggists  should  be  reduced  to  eight 
ounces,  but  that  was  voted  down;  It 
was  proposed  that  liquor  should  be  al- 
lowed to  be  supplied  to  ships  which 
took  on  storss  at  the  various  ports  of 
the  Province,  but  only  under  Govern- 
ment supervision,  but  that  was  voted 
down.  Just  becauss  the  proMbltlonists 
declared  that  no  amendments  would  bs 
permitted.  Hence  Victoria  and  Vancou- 
ver, as  well  *s  other  ports,  must  lose  a 
lsrge  amount  of  business  even  though 
liquor  so  supplied  to  ships  would  be  un- 
der Government  supervision  and  would 
not  be  opened  until  the  ships  were  on 
the  high  seas.  Another  amendment 
would  have  done  away  with  the  power 
given  by  the  Act  to  druggists  to  sell 
liquor  to  minors.  But  the  preeldent  of 
the  Prohibition  Party  would  not  have 
It.   and   the   change   waa   not    made. 


Mr.  Thomson  referred  to  tho  attitude 
of  the  hotel  man,  stating  they  hsd  been 
willing  to  fall  Into  lino  and  render  the 
Government  every  assistance  in  order 
to  strengthen  the  control  of  the  liquor 
trsfflc.  Before  the  session  commenced, 
the  hotel  men  met  aad  decided  that  they 
would  agree  to  further  restrictions.  In 
a  communication  to  the  Government 
they  had  stated:  "It  Is  our  sincere 
wish  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the 
Oovemment  In  controlling  with  fairness 
to  all  partlea  concerned  a  matter  which 
Is  based  largely  upon  sentiment  and 
bom  of  abnormal  conditions,  and  a  very 
strong  feeling  exists  that  It  would 
prove  acceptable  to  the  general  elec- 
torate. Including  a  very  large  portion  of 
the  Prohibition  Party,  If  legislation  to 
apply  for  tho  duration  of  the  war  was 
enacted  forthwith,  embracing  the  fol- 
lowing ,pomts:  A  now-treating  system: 
the  eioetng  of  oil  lUwwid  bars  from  ie 
ptaa.  to  t  em.,  aad  that  ao  oafe  should 
ho  allowed  tw  sell  Intoxicating  liquors 
after  midnight.  Although  local  condi- 
tio** do  not  furnish  anything 
lag?  the  same  pglganstaa.  thla 
bring  tho  Province  of  British  Columbia 
closely  tote  lino  with  the  ptocodsnl  eo- 
taMshot  by  Use  Opvsramoat  of  Great 
Britain,  and  would  further  upnSsso  to  a 


dispassionate    aad    equitable    vote    upon 
tbs    plebiscite." 1 

Tho  above,  Mr.  Thomson  believed, 
would  show  tho  liquor  Interests  ware 
goiag  mors  than  half  way  to  assist  to 
strengthening  legislation  along  proper 
lines,  and  no  one  could  doubt  but  that 
If  the  Prohibition  Party  had  permitted 
the  suggestion  to  he  adopted,  there 
would  have  been  more  done,  aad  done 
Immediately,  than  by  all  the  so-called 
prohibition  measures  now  to  bo  submit- 
ted to  tho  electors.  Everyone  know  the 
baneflclal  results  of  the  British  method 
of  non-treating,  which  had  don*  more 
than  anything  else  to  restrict .  tho  traf- 
fic. 

Mr.  Thomson  believed  the  people 
would  not  really  appreciate  Just  what 
the  bill  was.  If  they  took  |he  word  pf 
the  president  of  the  Prohibition  Party, 
that  It  waa  the  beat  man  pare  he  had. 
over  seen,  they  would  be  mistaken.  As 
a  matter  or  fact,  the  member  for  Vic- 
toria declared,  no  bill  ever  before  the 
Mouse  waa  a  greater  "fake"  He  re- 
ferred to  the  result  of  prohibition  in 
the  State  of  Washington,  whore.  It  had 
recently  been  shown  to  the  Government, 
liquor  had  been  purchased  by  the  bot- 
tle from  doctors  aad  even  secured  In 
hat  shops,  hardware  establlshmsnts  aad 
In  every  conceivable  place,  end  all  upon 
a  doctor's  proscription.  To  enforce 
properly  tho  proposed  Mil  would  require 
a  standing  army  of  policemen.  Unfor- 
tunately, under  the  existing  abnormal 
conditions  throughout  ths  world,  the 
prohibitionists  would  not  stop  to  think; 
they  Imagined  that  by  passing  the  bill 
they  would  be  doing  something  for  the 
Empire.  Whenever  any  practical  method 
was  brought  forward,  ths  prohibition  is  to. 
had  replied  with  some  counter-attrac- 
tion. When,  sometime  ago;  there  were 
three  or  four  battalions  stationed  In 
Victoria,  the  liquor  question  was  a 
greet  problem,  and  many  people  resized 
that  the  only  available  pieces  of  en- 
tertainment for  the  soldiers  wars  tho 
saloons.  Many  auggsstlons  were  mads 
through  the  press  and  in  other  whys, 
and  tbs  prohibitionists  had,  if  they  had 
desired,  opportunity  to  do  real  service 
in  starting  a  club  or  aome  other  means 
of  offsetting  the  attractlona  of  the  sa- 
loon, but  they  apparently  did  nothing. 
Mr.  Thomson  quoted  from  correspond- 
ence showing  the  attitude  of  some  pro- 
hibitionists who  criticised  the  lack  of 
Interest  shown  by  the  prohibition  or- 
ganization in  this  matter,  but  nothing 
waa   done. 

gystem  of  Dictatorship 

On  the  point  of  compensation  Mr. 
Thomson  declared  that  he,  for  one. 
would  refuse  to  believe  that  the  people 
of  the  Province  would  support  the  pro- 
hibitionist stand  that  no  equitable 
measure  of  compensation  should  be 
given.  Who,  it  might  be  asked,  had 
authorised  that  organisation  to  dictate 
what  should  or  should  not  be  done  by 
the  people.  It  was  yet  to  be  shown 
that  the  prohibitionists  had  been  elect- 
ed to  represent  the  views  of  the  elec- 
torate. There  was  •absolutely  no  rea- 
son why  the  question  should  not  be 
submitted  to.  the  Judgment  of  the 
people.  There  were  many  and  excel- 
lent precedentts  for  compensation.  The 
British  Government,  oven  In  connection 
with  the  slave  trade,  had  fert  called 
upon  to  compensate  slsve  owners,  and 
did  so  to  the  extent  of  £20,000.000.  It 
waa  not  a  question  of  morality,  but 
one  bused  solely  upon  the  principle  of 
fair  play  and  Justice.  If  the  matter 
were  referred  to  a  court  competent  to 
Judge  the  people  need  not  fear  that 
their  own  or  the  Interests  of  all  other 
parties  would  suffer.  The  fact  that  the 
prohlbitlonlsta  were  unwilling  to  refer 
the  question  to  tho  people  was  strong 
indication  that  they  knew  their  atti- 
tude was  a   very   doubtful  one. 

lie  believed  that  the  people  would 
not  be  swayed  by  any  political  qon- 
sideratlons  in  dealing  with  ths  matter. 
The  recent  Victoria  by-election  showed 
It.  A  few  dsys  before  the  election 
the  prohibitionists  met  the  government 
and,  they  afterwards  stated,  ths  Prem- 
ier had  given  them  assurances  much 
more  favorable  than  they  had  expected 
or  had  been  led  to  ask  for,  and  many 
of  them  had  declared  they  would  sup- 
port the  Government.  But  the  result, 
howsver  regrettable  from  the  stand- 
point of  ths  City.  In  that  Mr.  Flumer- 
felt  was  defeated,  waa  an  object  lesson 
to  the  balance  of  the  Province,  for  It 
ehowed  Just  whaht  was  the  weight  of 
the   Prohibition   Party. 

Mr.  Thomson  declared  the  names  of 
the  present  leaders  of  the  Prohibition 
partly  were  never  associated  with  any 
movea  along  the  lines  of  constructive 
enterprise  for  the  development  of  the 
Province.  The  officers  of  that  organisa- 
tion were  mainly  conspicuous  In  that 
what  mark  they  have  made  In  the 
Province  was  attained^  by  luck,  exig- 
encies of  circumstances,  the  necessi- 
ties of  some  and  the  credulity  of 
many. 

Pledgee  of  leu 

Mr.  W.  MacLean  (Nelson  City)  de- 
livered a  speech  of  nearly  an  hour's 
duration.  Hs  asserted  that  the  pledges 
given  by  the  Attorney-General  In  1V11 
when  what  waa  undoubtedly  the-. most 
drastic  legislation  regarding  the  liquor 
traffic  waa  made  effective,,  were  bind- 
ing upon  the  Government  of  today.  At 
that  time  the  Oovernment  believed  the 
people  of  the  Province  were  believers 
In  high  licence  and  strict  control  of  the 
traffic,  and  that  waa  the  right  con- 
ception. At  that  time  the  people  were 
able  to  Judge  for  themselves,  and  they 
were  In  the  sams  position  today.  In 
view  of  the  Governments  stand,  then 
the  people  were  Justified  in  expecting 
that  today  the  same  fair  treatment 
would  be  accorded  to  the  liquor  inter- 
ests Instead  of  having  foisted  upon 
them  such  "narrow  gauge"  legislation 
aaa  the  bill  before  the  Houae. 

Mr.  MacLean  referred  to  the  im- 
provements In  conditions  surrounding 
ths  liquor  traffic  consequent  upon  tho 
regulations  passed  In  191*  aad  1*11, 
and  declared  there  waa  absolutely  no 
reason  for  any  change  In  policy.  Tho 
conditions  prevailing  In  the  Mate  of 
Washington  should  hs  aa  object  Itaoen 
to  tke  people  of  British  Columbia,  and 
he  made  an  appeal  that  tho  bill  h*  si- 
lowed  to  stand  over  until  tho  return  pf 
.the  men  at  tho  front,  who  had  a  right 
to  return  to  the  earn*  conditions  aa 
prevailed  when  they  deported  to  fight 
the  battles  of  the  Empire.  He  quoted 
figure*  to  show  the  number  of  persons 
directly  snd  Indirectly  affected  by  the 
liquor  business:  pointed  to  the  great 
loss  In  revenue  which  the  municipali- 
ties would  sustain,  aad  ended  his 
speech  by  reading  extracts  from  the 
speech  of  the  late  Joooph  Howe,  tho 
Orend*  Old  Maa  of  Worn  fteetta.  whoso 
attitude  had  boon  avers*  to  the  ea« 
forte  meat  of  prohibitory  met

night.  The  Government,  he  remarked, 
had  had  no  mandate  on  the  .question,  as 
it  bad  never  been  brought  before  the 
people  In  general  elect  lone  in  tbo  past 
to  an  extent  which  would  Justify  the 
Government  in  considering-  that  the 
people  had  expressed  their  views,*  For 
this  reason  the  Government  would  not 
bo  Justified  in  making  tbo  changa  T>y 
statute  without  first  submitting1  She 
matter  to  the  people,  who  would  decide 
by  a  majority  vote. 

He  thought  that  ths  woman  of  the 
country  would  agree  that  the  fair 
course  waa  being*  followed,  and  be  was 
glad  to  know  from  eommunicatlona  ha 
bad  received  from  a  number  of  women 
that  they  wsrs  accepting  ths  referen- 
dum favorably  and  ware  now  organising 
with  ths  purpose  of  carrying  it  The 
Government  waa  taking  no  stand  on  the 
question.  It  waa  for  the  votera  to  de- 
cide. 

Premier  Bowaer  explained  that  the 
act  would  come  into  effect,  if  paaasd  by 
the  people,  on  March  1  next.  It  had 
originally  been  intended  ,  to  make  It 
effective  on  January  1,  but  on  account 
of  the  Soldiers'  Vots  BUI  It  had  been 
found  impracticable  to  set  thia  date. 
The  fixing  of  the  later  date,  however, 
would  make  no  practical  difference,  as 
the  women  would  be  able  to  get  on  the 
votera'  Hat,  if  the  referendum  were  car- 
ried. Just  aa  early  aa  If  the  act  went 
into  force  on  January  1.  In  both  cmt^ 
their  names  would  be  placed  on  the  list 
athe  May  Court  of  Revision. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Brswster  aald  he  believed 
In  the  principle  of  the  referendum  and 
congratulated  the  Premier  upon  employ- 
ing it  He  did  not  think  It  waa  fair, 
however,  in  thia  case,  aa  only  one  sex 
would  be  able  to  vote  on  the  woman 
franchise  question.  His  view  was  that 
woman's  franchise  should  be  made 
effective  by  vote  of  members  of  the 
Legislature.

Oman* -Governor,  the  moot  glaring  In- 
(raotlon  of  constitutional  Government 
on  record,  can  be  left  for  Inveatlgatloa 
and  settlement  until  tbe  times  and  clr- 
eumaUnceo  arc  propitious."  Did  any 
one  every  read  so  nsmsenstcal  a  state- 
ment ao  that  quoted? 

Aaaumtng  the'  report  ta  be  correct 
that  there  was  a  difference  of  opinion 
between  His  Honor  and  ths  Premier 
upon  n  mattsr  of  public  Importance,  can 
It  bs  possible  that  aur  contemporary  is 
sd  hopelessly  Ignorant  of  constitutional 
principles  and  the  everyday  practices  of 
Uovernments  as  not  to  know  that  the 
Crown  and  Its  represents t Ives  by  no 
moans  Infrequently  advice  with  their 
ministers  and  endeavor  to  impress  them 
with  the  desirability  of  certain  lines 
of  action?  The  late  Governor  Kraeer, 
of  New  Brunswick,  a  Conservative,  held 
office  during  the  Premiership  of  the 
late  Mr.  Blair,  a  Liberal.  Mr.  Blair  Is 
on  record  ae  ssylng  that  he  found  Gov- 
ernor Praeer'e  advice  exceedingly  use- 
ful on  many  oocaslono,  snd  thst  hs.  had 
mors  than  ones  deferred  to  what  he 
thought  was  ths  Governor's  bettsr  Judg- 
ment. Probably,  if  we  knew  the  Inner 
history  of  all  Canadian  Governments, 
we  would  know  of  very  many  instancea 
In  which  thla  could  be  paid  with  truth 
of   lieuteant-goveroora  and    their  advis- 


ers. Blr  Richard  MoBrlde  on  more  than 
one  occasion  exprecsad.  bis  gratification 
at  ths  assistance  given  him  by  Sir 
tJerlrl  Jolt  and  Mr,  Paterson,  when  those 
gentlemen  held  the  gubernatorial  office. 
And  thla  Is  exactly  as  It  ought  to  be. 
If  a  governor  thinks  his  first  minister 
le  In  error,  It  la  bla  bpunden  duty  to 
t* tl  him  so.  if  our  contemporary  will 
read  any  work  on  parliamentary  gov- 
ernment, It  will  find  out  that,  what  haa 
been  above  said  Is  correct.  Even  If  tne 
representations  Of  a  governor  should 
lead  hie  first  minister  to  reverse  his 
policy,  there  Would  be  no  constitutional 
question  involved.  The  minister  Could 
make  It  a  constitutional  question  by 
refusing  to  accept  the  governor's  views 
and  accepting  dismissal. 

Aa  casting  further  light  upon  con* 
atttutlonal  practice,  reference  may  be 
made  to  a  recorded  caae.  In  1856,  New 
Brunswick  adopted  a  prohibitory  law, 
which  came  Into  force  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  list.  Six  monthe  later, 
l/leutenant-Governor  Manners-Button, 
believing  that  the  .  people  ought 
to  have  the  opportunity  of  pronouncing 
on  the  measure,  dissolved  the  House 
against  the  advice  of  his  ministers, 
the  Premier  having  been  Charles  Fish- 
er, one  of  the  original  champions  of  re- 
sponsible government,  and  one  of  the 
•  blest  constitutional  lawyers  Canada  has 
ever  had.  The  Government  did  not  re- 
elgn.  but  held  office  until  defeated  at 
the  polls.  We  do  not  think,  however, 
that  the  retention  by  the  Government 
Of  office  would  be  regarded  aa  a  prece- 
dent today. 

The  funniest  part  of  our  contempor- 
ary's observation  la  that  which  implli  § 
a  coming  Investigation  of  what  may 
have  passed  between  the  "  Lieutenant- 
Governor  snd  the  Premier.  Can  It  be 
possible  that  any  one  can  be  as  Ignor- 
ant aa  to  imagine  euch  an  Investiga- 
tion within   ths  range  of  possibility.

This  Is  the  first  indication  of  ths  dic- 
ii}trgratlon  of  the  German  Empire,  and 
once  a  line  of  eleavage  shows  Itself  It 
will  extend  rapidly.  No  wonder  that 
the  Kaiser  longs  for  peace.

One  of  the  man-  Victorians  who  Is  leaving 
lor  Petewaw*  Camp  today  as  a  member 
of  the  Ammunition  Column,  lttb  Brigade, 
C.  v.  a.  He  has  been  in  the  employ  of 
the  Circulation  Department  of  The  Col- 
onist since  1907  and  for  some  years  had 
been  the  foreman  of  Its  staff.  In  order  to 
do  .what  ha  considers  to  be  hfs  duty  he 
has  resigned  a  good  position  and  Is  leaving 
a  wife  here.  Born  in  England,  Or.  Jones 
came  to  this  city  at  sn  esrly  age.

Mr.  aad  Mra.  Jamas  Kemp,  of  144 
Milton  Street,  now  have  sweet  peso  in 
full  bloom  in  their  garden,  which  they 
assert  are  the  flrat  sweet  peas  to  reach 
maturity  in  Victoria  thto  year.  They 
have  a  fifteen-foot  row  of  these  plants, 
which  now  arc  three  feet  high. 

Those  sweet  paaa  were  planted  last 
September,  and  were  three  Inches  out  of 
thd  ground  when  the  snow  came  in 
February.  Whan  tha  snow  disappeared, 
Mr.  Kemp  went  to  his  wife  and  said, 
"Those  sweet  peas  we  planted  In  the 
Fall  are  all  dead  now.  I'm  coing  to 
dig  the  ground  over  and  plant  some  new 
seeds." 

Mra  Kemp  want  out  In  -the  garden, 
took  a  look  at  the  little  eboots  and 
shook  hsr  head.  "Let  them  be  for  a 
little  bit.  James,"  she  said.  So  for  a 
few  days  their  progress  waa  watched 
closely.  At  the  end  of  that  time,  how- 
ever, the  peas  were  growing  so  vigor- 
ously that  they  were  allowed  to  remain. 
The  week  before  last  flower  buds  be- 
gan to  form  and  a  couple  of  daye  ago 
tee    blossoms   came  out.

Speaking  on  the  second  reading  of  the 
Mil  placing  additional'  restrictions  on 
the  liquor  business  during  the  war  by 
amending  the  existing  regulations.  Pre- 
mier Bowser  on  Friday  night  reminded 
tha  Legislature  that  Sir  Richard 
McBrlde  bad  promised  tho  prohibition- 
ists that  restrictions  would  bo  imposed, 
and  ha  had  repeated  that  promise  after 
becoming  Premlar.  Tho  present  closing 
hour  for  bars  was  11  o'clock  on  11  vs 
nights  in  the  week  and  10  o'clock  on 
Saturday.  The  Government  had  de- 
cided to  make  the  closing  hour  uniform 
at  ie  o'clock  throughout  tho  weak,  and 
also  to  change  tho  opening  hour  in  the 
morning  from  7  to  11  o'clock.  The  rea- 
son for  making  the  opening  hour  later, 
explained  the  Premier,  was  that  It  waa 
very  often  a  weakness  In  men  who  used 
alcohol  to  excess  at  night  to  desire  to 
partake  of  the  same  beverage  in  tho 
morning,  with  the  consequence  that  in 
some  cases  liquor  would  again  be  used 
In  excess  the  next  day.  By  making  the 
opening  hpur  later  this  temptation 
would  be  removed,  especially  from  men 
going  to  work.  He  believed  that  this 
change  would  accomplish  a  great  deal 
of  good. 

The  new  hours  were  made  applicable 
to   drinks    served    wltb    meals    In   safes 
and    restaurants   as    well    as    to    hotela 
The  reason,  said   Prsmler  Bowser,   was 
that  It  had  been  found  that  it  was  the 
practise  in  some  places'  to  aervey  drinks 
with  a  mere  excuse  for  a  meal.     Some 
times*  the   "meal"    consisted   only   of   a  t 
sandwich.     This  practice  would  be  done  I 
away  with. 

Economic  Conditions 

"It  may  be  suggested  that  these  re- 
strictions are  not  stringent  enough," 
continued  the  Premier.  "It  must  be  re- 
membered, however,  that  this  la  a  time 
of  unfavorable  economic  conditions.  1 
don't  suppose  that  any  hotel  in  the 
Province  is  making  money,  and  moc.  of 
them  are  being  run  at  a  lose,  Many  are 
not  able  to  meet  high  rentals  and  othei 
charges.  The  Government  therefore 
feels  that  It  Is  fair  to  make  a  uniform 
closing  hour  of  10  o'clock  in  every 
case.  With  a  prohibition' bill  before  the 
people.  It  may  be  considered  a  charitable 
move  en  the  part  of  the  Government  not 
td  make  the  restrictions  too  rigorous  at 
this  time.'' 

Regarding  the  clause  prohibiting  the 
cashing  of  time  or  bank  cheques  in 
bars  the  Premier  said  he  regretted  to 
say  that  this  practise  had  resulted  In 
some  losses.  In  some  cases  time 
cheques  had  been  oaahed  at  a  discount, 
and  in  other  cases  men  who  cashed 
their  cheques  In  bars  left  the  bars 
without  any  money  in  their  pockets.  He 
thought  It  a  very  proper  thing  to  have 
a  provision  In  this  respect  such  %a  the 
act  contained. 

He  referred  to  the  provision  for  sum- 
mary cancellation  of  licences  if,  on 
analysis.  It  Is  found  that  a  hotel  Is 
guilty  of  adulterating  or  "doping"  Its 
liquor  and  pointed  out  that  clubs  as 
well  aa  hotels  and  cafes  would  have  to 
observe  the  It  o'clock  closing  hour.  The 
legislation  could  not  thus  be  called 
class  legislation.  It  affected  those  able 
to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  clubs  aa  well 
as  ordinary  travelers  and  other  guests 
Of  hotela  Ho  thought  it  would  be 
agreed  that  the  Government  had  done 
tbo  reasonable  thing  uader  the  circum- 
stances. 


ten  miles  of  the  cltleB  affected  by  the 
bill  are  to  come  within  Its  operation, 
and  to  hold  the  half-holiday  upon  the 
ammo  day  of  the  week  as  Is  observed  In 
the  adjoining-  city.' 

"In  the  event  of  the  act  providing 
that  a  majority  vote  of  the  electors  in 
the  cities  Is  required  to  decide  the  day 
of  the  hair-holiday,  then  wording  to  be 
added  to  tbe  act  giving  effect  to  the  fol- 
lowing: 'The  day  of  such  half-holiday 
to  be  decided  by  a  majority  vote,  of 
those  voting  of  tbo  electors,  of  the  en- 
tire area,  namely  the  city  and  tbo  ad- 
Joining  municipalities.'"

The  oldest  and  probably  the  most 
widely  known  pioneer  resident  tor  the 
Cowlchan  Valley  has  passed  away  In 
the  person  of  Mr.  O.  B.  Ordano,  who 
succumbed  to  a  long  Illness  on  Friday 
st  his  horns  on  Cowlchan  Bay. 

The  late  Mr.  Ordano  was  a  native  of 
Genoa,  Italy,  where  be  waa  born  7S 
years  ago.  At  an  early  age  he  left 
that  country  sad  came  to  this  conti- 
nent on  board  a  sailing  vsssel  la  the 
early  Arties.  Ha  mads  the  overland 
journey  across  to  California  In  1166, 
taking  passage  on  a  pack  train.  He  did 
not  remain  long  la  the  south,  but 
started  for  Vancouver  Island  almost  as 
i  soon  as  hs  had  reached  the  Pacliic 
Coast. 

When  he  reached  hero,  Victoria  was 
little  more  than  an  Indian  encampment, 
with  only  a  bastion  or  two  and  some 
outbuildings  surrounded  by  high  picket 
fences  placed  there  by  tbo  Hudson's 
Bay.  Company  to  indicate  Its  partial 
occupation  by  white  man.  Despite  the 
wlldneas  which  was  before  htm.  Mr. 
Ordano  struck  out  towards  the  North, 
and  finally  reached  Cowlchan  Bay, 
where  he  constructed  a  rude  shack  and 
decided  to  live.  Attracted  by  Its  fer- 
tho  soil,  a  number  of  settlers  began  to 
aaemble  around  the  Bay,  and  Mr.  Or- 
dano undertook  to  supply  the  little  Set- 
tlement with  provisions.  He  started  a 
small  general  store,  and,  after  putting 
his  business  on  a  substantial  basis,  bs 
commenced  Importing  suppiss  direct 
from  California  In  considerable  quan- 
tities.   - 

As  the  Cowlchan  Bay  village  thrived, 
so  Mr.  Ordano- «  business  assumed  lar- 
ger proportions,  and  be  soon  established 
a  branch  at  San  Juan  Island,  which  hs 
opetrated  until  comparatively  recent 
yeara.  While  engaged  in  building  up 
his  business  on  San  Juan,  Mr.  Ordano 
spent  some  time  on  the  Island,  and  dur- 
ing the  historical  dlsputs  between  the 
British  and  A  me  r  Iran  Governments, 
which  was  Anally  settled  in  favor  of  the 
latter  by  tbe  German  Emperor,  bs  waa 
taken  prisoner  by  tho  American  garri- 
son, and  imprisoned  for  several  weeks, 
being  released  after  the  final  settlement 
of  tbe  controversy  had  been  brought 
about 

Hs  Is  survived  by  eight  daughters 
and  seven  sons,  wbo  will  Inherit  a  valu- 
able area  of  hundreds  of  seres  In  extent 
In  the  heart  of  tbe  richest  part  of  ths 
Cowlchan  country.  Mr.  Ordano  also 
owned  considerable  property  In  Victoria, 
both  In  ths  down  town  section  and  In 
the  vicinity  of  Boss  Bay. 

Ths  funeral  has  boen  arranged  to 
take  place  this  morning,  and  services 
will  bs  held  at  St.  Peter's  Church.

Of  the  great  Frenchmen  whose 
names  have  come  Into  prominence  dur- 
ing the  present  nr,  Galium  waa  al- 
most ths  only  one 'who  had  previously 
been  well  known  to  the  British  public.

Approximately  $1,000  waa  collected 
TMUrflty  at  tho  French  Rod  Croat  Tag 
Day,  which  wn  carried  out  by  tbo  Vic- 
toria branch  of  tho  society  under  Idoal 
weather  conditions.  Tbo  result  of  the 
canvass,  which  was  notable  for  Its 
thoroughness  In  all  parts  of  tbo  city,  la 
considered  exceedingly  satisfactory  by 
tbo  promoters  of  tbo  event. 

Over  Sfty-flva  girls  and  young  ladles 
assisted  la  tho  collection,  and  aome  of 
them  war*  at  their  posts  aa  early  as 
S  o'clock  In  tho  morning,  money  being 
taken  in  until  a  late  hour  la  tba  even- 
lag.  The  "Taggers"  were  stationed  at 
all  tba  principal  street  corners,  and  Es- 
quimau and  Oak  Bay  were  both  well 
covered. 

Tag  day  headquarters,  which  were 
under  tho  charge  of  Mrs.  Holden,  tbo 
president;  Mrs.  Smith,  Hlaa  Morley  and 
Miss  Marjorlo  Sterling,  were  situated 
on  fort  Street  adjacent  to  Messrs.  H.  O. 
Klrkham's.  It  consisted  of  a  tent, 
loaned  by  Jeuno  Bros.,  from  which  waa 
displayed  a  Rod  Cross  banner,  from  St. 
Joaeph'a  Hospital,  and  other  Saga,  tho 
property  of  Messrs.  Melrose,  Lombard 
and  Klrkham.  Tba  band  of  tho  103rd 
Battalion  played  outside  the  tent  In  tba 
morning  and  tbo  60th  Regiment,  Gordon 
Highlanders,  pipers  attracted  a  consid- 
erable crowd  In  tbo  afternoon,  both  be- 
ing effectual  In  directing  attention  to 
tbo  tag  dag. 

A,  distinctive  feature  of  the  day  waa 
tbo  striking  costumes  worn  by  tbo  ecS- 
lectors,  which  Wero  patterned  to  repre- 
sent faithfully  tba  garb  of  French  Red 
Cross  nurses.  Little  Johnnie  Francois, 
dreeaed  aa  a  French  Zouave,  collected 
over  $50,  while  Syvle  Young,  daughter 
Of  Dr.  H.  E.  Young,  M.P.P.,  and  Holen 
Miller,  daughter  of  Mr.  Ernest  Miller. 
M.P.P.,  want  over  to  tho  Parliament 
Buildings  and  succeeded  la  getting  a 
largo  number  of  members  of  tbo  House 
to  maka  generous  contributions  to  tba 
fund.

We  have  far  too  many  broken  win- 
dows in  Victoria.  Idle  persons  should 
not  be  allowed  to  amuse  themselves  by 
destroying  property.  Boys  are  usually 
blamed  for  snob  depredations,  but  if 
grown  up  man  or  women  discouraged 
the  practice  of  window  smashing  tt 
would  not  go  on.  It  Is  said  police 
cannot  bo  everywhere,  yet  It  would  not 
be  aa  vary  bard  to  prevent  tbo  de- 
struction of  windows.  If  an  example 
were  made  of  one  or  two  offenders 
many  times  the  number  would  look 
elsewhere  for  diversion.  But  much 
could  be  dona  at  home  and  at  school 
to  teach  children  a  respect  for  tholr 
neighbors'  property.  If  tbo  pupils  of 
a  school  looked  upon  tho  broken  win- 
dows of  a  vacant  bouse  In  tbo  vicinity 
of  a  school  e*a  disgrace  to  Its  pupils 
offenders  would  either  be  exposed  or 
made  to  cease. 

Home  seekers  avoid  a  house  with 
broken  panes,  however  good  it  may  be 
in  other  respects.  They  think,  and 
rightly  in  the  majority  of  oaaas,  that 
the  neighborhood  must  be  an  undesir- 
able one.

Neither  this  or  any  other  Canadian 
Province  la  likely  in  the  near  future 
to  benefit  by  the  Immigration  of  teach- 
ers from  tbo  mother  land.  Her  univer- 
sities are  almost  empty,  aad  many  of 
tbo  students  have  fallen.  Graduates  and 
undergraduates  Of  the  great  women's 
schools  are  serving  their  country,  either 
in  the  hospitals  or  In  various  occupa- 
tions where  leaders  are  wanted.

All  who  ars  In  any  way 
fitted  for  the  work  of  teaching,  whe- 
ther or  not  they  have  been  engaged  in 
it  before  or  not,  are  called  upon  to 
come  forward  and  instruct  the  chil- 
dren. In  all  parts  of  the  kingdom  ef- 
forts are  being  ■  made  to — -keep  tbo 
schools  up  to  aa  high  a  standard  aa 
possible  It  is  recognised  that  nest  to 
the  military  service,  which  Is  the  im- 
mediate necessity  of  tbo  country,  the 
education  of  the  children  is  most  im- 
portant 

Wbsn  the  war  la  over  the  whole 
educational  machinery  will  be  put  In- 
to better  order  than  ever  before.  It  is 
not  likely  that  there  wilt  be  any  teach- 
ers to  spare.  It  is  well  that  a  larger 
number  than  usual  have  graduated 
from  our  own  Normal  Schools  this  year. 
In  Canada,  as  in  Great  Britain,  the 
University  graduates  and  undergrad- 
uates who  have  gone  to  the  war  will  be 
missed.  Women  teachers  must  prepare 
to  Oil  worthily  the  places,  left  vacant 
by  the  men  who  have  gone. 


Even  while  British  statesmen  are 
calling  upon  women  to  take'  men's 
places  on  the  farm  and  elsewhere,  they 
recognise  the  danger  of  competition  be- 
tween them  and  tba  men  on  their  re- 
turn. Lord  Selborne,  president  of  the 
board  Of  agriculture,  said  recently: 
"Women  were  now  being  successfully 
employed.,  on  farms,  but  that  they 
should  compete  with  the  men  harvesters 
would  be  a  social  calamity." 

Things  will  not  be  the  same  again 
after  the  war.  women  have  had  re- 
sponsibility placed  upon  them,  and 
they  have  borne  It  nobly,  for  the  most 
part.  They  must  have  a  share  la  the 
settlement  that  la  coming.  There  will 
be  plenty  for  all  to  do.  It  may*  be  that 
women  win  take  a  greater  part  in  out- 
door life.  One  thing  la  certain:  even 
the  war  will  not  destroy  the  love  of 
English  men  and  women  for  home.  The 
return  of  domestic  relations  will  settle 
many  things  that  are  now  looked  for- 
ward to  with  perplexity. 
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Are  the  young  women,  especially  the 
girls  who  have  leisure  and  means,  do- 
ing all  they  can  for  the  men  who  are 
risking  their  lives  that  the  enemy  may 
not  prevail.  It  la  to  be  feared  that 
with  many  the  flrst  enthusiasm  has 
worn  off.  Brothers  and  lovers  must 
bear  pain  and  discomfort  and  remain  at 
their  dangerous  posts  for  months  at 
a  time.  They  must  risk  their  lives 
continually.  But  kaittlng  aad  bandage 
making  grow  monotonous  aa  time  goes 
on.  pretty  frocks  and  dainty  shoes 
moat  be  bought,  and  amusements  in- 
door and  outdoor  attended.  It  la  easy 
to  forgot  the  war  that  la  so  far  away. 

In  all  the  battalions  lads  of  eighteen 
are  preparing  to  take  their  places  la 
the  trenches  or,  It  may  be.  In  the 
battlefields.  They  are  ready  to  face 
danger  and  death.  Are  wo  women,  oven 
those  who  ars  older,  aa  much  la  earn- 
est aa  they  7  We  must  bear  grief  and 
loas  when  they  coma,  wa  know.  But  la 
tba  meantime  aome  of  us  forgot  the  ne- 
cessity of  doing  afl  we  can  to  help  tba 
battalions  that  are  swearing  to  leave 
Victoria,  the  men  who  are  at  the  front 
and  the  sich  and  wounded  la  the  hos- 
pitals. Wa  have  not  reeebed  the  limit 
of  our  strength  av  given  all  we  can. 

There  are  many  Vtoterta  women  to 
whom  nothing  bat  tho  highest  pralae 
can  ba  given.  aver  ainee  the  war 
broke  oat  they  have  worked  with  all 
their  might.  They  have  spent,  not 
only  an  they  eawM  spare,  hat  they 
have  kept  to  Uttle  far  their  own  needa. 
They  ought  to  have  both  help  aad  re- 
lief, aad  tt  to  from  the  young  aad 
strong  that  these  should  come.  There 
will  be  nam  enough  far  pleasure  In  tba 
years  to  come  should  these  they  love 
return.

It  la  doubly 
a  mlafortune  that  a  single  -  youth 
should  waste  bis  opportunities.  Victoria 
will  need  the  services  of  every  oapable 
youth   la  the  near  future.  If  not  now. 

When  a  man  le  Idle  and  without 
means  of  support  he  le  arrested  aa  a 
vagabond.  Lads  should  not  be  allowed 
to  weate  their  time  for  their  own 
sake*,  aa  well  as  for  the  good  of  the 
state.  If  all  parents  understood  how 
great  will  be  the  demarfd  for  young 
men  of  education  and  skill  in  this 
Province  when  the  war  to  over,  they 
would  do  their  utmost  to  keep  their 
sons  at  school  unless  they  can  nnd  em- 
ployment for  them,  which  will  enable 
them  to  support  themselves  and  to  learn 
a  trade  or  business.. 

In  ths  schools  restless  tads  make 
much  trouble.  Yet  these  teachers  who 
bave  a  strong  sense  of  responsibility 
will  do  their  utmost  ta  induce  them 
to  continue  their  studies,  at  least  until 
they  have  pa  seed  the  entrance  examin- 
ation.

Concentration  of  Germans  on  Northern  Front  Indicates 
They  Mean  to  Attack  or  Expect  to  Be  Attacked — New- 
Armies  and  More  Munitions  Needed 


— 


The  great  struggle  on  ths  Mouse 
ehould  not  induce  ue  to  divert  oar  at- 
tention for  too  long  from  the  British 
front  In  Flanders  aad  Northern  France, 
where  great  events  mey  be  impending-. 
says  ths  military  correspondent  of  The 
London  Dally  Telegraph. 

The  Western  front  from  tho  sea  to  tho 
Bomme  Is  held  mainly  by  ths  British 
armies,  but  ths  Belgian  army  etands 
firmly  upon  our  left,  and  at  certain 
polnta  In  tho  line  French  troopa  afford 
valuable  aaelaUBCB.  .Tho  brilliant  Gen- 
eral Foch  still  retains  his  command  in 
the  North,  and,  la  case  of  need,  may  act 
as  ths  delegate  of  General  Joffro  to  co- 
ordinate the  operations  of  the  Allies.  It 
Is  not  possible  far  General  Joffro  te  dis- 
sociate himself  from  ths  defence  of  any 
sector  of  the  French  frontier.  It  would 
he  better,  oa  purely  military  grounds, 
that  the  operations  of  the  Allies  north 
Of  tie  fiomme  should  be  In  British 
hands,  because  the  British  supply  the 
hulk  of  the  troopa  but  General  Joffro 
cannot  divest  himself  of  his  responsibil- 
ity, gnd  for.  this  reason  an  arrangement 
which  boa  Its  disadvantages  haa  been 
adopted.

There  la  no  other  wey  to  win  the  war 
but  to  place  In  the  flefi  at  the  derisive 
point  In  tbo  principal  theatre  all  the 
men  that  wo  can  raise  and  train,  aad 
to  provide  them  with  ample  munition  a  of 
war.  No  other  advice  oaa  bo  tendered' 
to  tbe  Government  by -any  general  eta* 
worthy  of  the  name.  Since  the  general 
staff  was  restored  to  the  exercise  of  Its 
legitimate  functions  In  October  last, 
much  has  been  done  to  restore  sanity 
to  our  strategy,  but  We  still  labor  under 
tbe  grievous  disadvantages  of  the  oM 
errors,  and  do  not  yet  pooaeaa  ta  the 
principal  theatre  ell  the  troopa  we 
should  have  there. 

It  haa  taken  Mr.  Lloyd  George  a  year, 
aa  ho  thought  It  would,  to  provide  the 
ermy  with  the  guns,  shells,  rifles  aad 
Maxima  of  which  wo  were  so  terribly  de- 
ficient a  year  ago.  Wo  have  now  many 
hundred  heavy  guns  In  the  field,  and 
millions  of  shells,  in  other  matters, 
the  Ministry  of  Munitions  has  mads 
progress,  and  the  country  owes  a  deep 
debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
for  his  tireless  and  successful  work,  of 
which  we  shall  soon  reap  the  full  fruits. 
But  there  must  be  no  abatement  of  ef- 
fort. Ths  proportion  of  guns  with  the 
French  and  German  armies  la  still 
greater  then  with  ours,  and  the  output 
of  munitions  per  week  is  still  moch 
higher.  We  ere  only  now  coming  Into 
our  own  and  beginning  to  exploit  our 
great  resource*  When  our  munitions

Captain  W.  Dixon-floperaft,  R.N.R., 
who  was  In  command  of  the  C.P.R. 
liner  Empress  of  Japan  during  her 
service  as  an  auxiliary  cruiser  In  Far 
Eastern  and  Indian  waters,  has  re- 
turned to  the  coaat  after  a  lengthy  fur- 
lough In  England.  When  the  Bmpress 
of  Japan  reached  hers  after  being  re- 
leased from  ths  Admiralty  service. 
Captain  Hopcraft  wee  In  a  poor  state 
of  health  end  waa  granted  Indefinite 
leave  of  absence  to  recuperate.  While 
In  Europe  Captain  Hopcraft  waa  privil- 
eged to  see  some  of  the  fleet  activities 
and  also  to  go  over .  to  ths  French 
front  and  see  some  of  the  lighting  In 
thhe  western  zone  of  operations. 

Captain  Hopcraft,  naturally,  cannot 
discuss  ths  scenes  he  witnessed,  but  his 
happy  expression  and  look  of  confi- 
dence convey  the  lmpreaston  to  British 
Columbians  that  all  is  well. 

During  his  stay  In  London  Captain 
Hopcraft  visited  Buckingham  Palace, 
where  he  received  from  King  George 
the  Royal  Naval  Reserve  Decoration. 
He  speaks  of  ths  wondsrful  work  the 
women  are  doing  In  the  Old  Country. 
Ladles  of  distinction  have  given  up 
their  comfortable  hOmee  and,  in  the 
captain's  expressive  words— arj  "not 
washing  the  faces  of  ths  good-looking 
soldiers."  but  are  doing  scrubbing  and 
cleaning  and  other  disagreeable  tasks 
without  pay  and  from  purely  patriotic 
motives. 


Although  little  information  has  l_ 
out  of  late  regarding  the  position  of  the 
stranded  Japanese  freighter  Kenkon 
Maru.  the  J  saw  nose  salvage  outfit  has 
been  quietly  working  away  ea  the  ves- 
sel, hlsstina  away  any  pinnacles  el 
reck  which  pierced  the  hull,  patching  up 
holes,  aad  other  necessary  work  pre- 
paratory to  a  successful  ealvage  Job, 
and  the  Indications  are  that  by  the 
early  part  of  next  month,  the  tempo- 
rary repairs  will  have  reached  such  a 
stage  that  the  vessel  can  be  floated  la 
deep  water. 

The  Kenkon  Maru  drove  ashore  on 
tfelle  Chain  Reef,  off  Saturna  Island,  in 
a  snowstorm,  on  January  IS  lent,  when 
bound  from  Seattle  to  Nanaimo  for 
bunker  coal  Since  tken  she  has' 
weathered  all  kinds  of  galea  and  has 
never  budged  from  an  even  keel.  When 
she  struck,  the  Kenkon  Maru  became 
wedged  between  two  ledges  of  rock,  and 
remained  in  such  a  position  that,  at 
high  water  she  appeared  to  he  under 
welch. 

Several  weeks  ago  the  B.  C.  Salvage 
Company  completed  the  salvage  of 
«.«••  tone  of  cargo,  composed  of  such 
heavy  materiel  as  knockdown  steel 
freight  cars,  car  wheels,  steel  rails,  etc. 
Thle  cargo  was  loaded  on  scows,  die- 
patched  to  Seattle,  where  It  waa  trana- 
shipped   for  Vladivostok. 

Mr.  T.  Unul,  representing  the  own- 
ers of  the  Kenkon.  who  arrived  here 
some  time  ago  aboard  the  liner  Hawaii 
Maru,  accompanied  by  a  party  of  Ja- 
panese divers,  undertook  to  float  the 
vesael,  and  has  since  been  superintend- 
ing the  salvage  work.  In  the  event  of 
the  veassl  being  successfully  floated, 
it  Is  likely  that  she  will  he  brought  to 
Esquimau    for   permanent   repairs.

Near  by  heaps  of  dummy  eordlte  charges 
and  shells.  .  "Tou  might  go  on."  re- 
marks our  officer  quietly  to  the  petty 
officer  In  charge.  Instantly  a  sharp 
command  Is  given,  and  before  we  are 
aware  the  thing  le  in  full  play,  for 
men  and  gun  constitute  together  one 
elngie  machine,  alive  and  deadly.  A 
touch  upon  a  lever  and  the  breech  la 
flung  open.  A  hundred-pound  shell  from 
hand  to  hand  is  swiftly  passed  along. 
slipped  Into  the  open  tube,  and  rammed 
home.  The  charge  of  cordite  follows, 
and  is  driven  In.  Another  touch  upon 
e  lover  and  the  breech  Is  snapped  shut. 
and  by  an  automatic  half  turn  of  a 
ecrsw  locked.  The  gun  la  sighted. 
fired,  th*  charge  (for  this  Is  merely 
practice)  extracted,  the  gun  wiped  out 
and  one  round  Is  complete. 

Ten  to  n  minute!  ten  to  e  minute 
they  can  firs,  one  round  while  you 
count  six. 

In  my  time  it  baa  been  my  privilege 
to  aee  on  their  John  swift  and  smooth- 
working  gangs  of  men.  I  have  aeea 
men  feed  huge  logs  to  a  couple  of  cir- 
cular aawa  In  a  big  British  Columbia 
mill;  I  havo  seen  men  In  the  bleat  fur- 
naces of  Pittsburg  handle  the  red-hot 
bars  and  the  pots  of  molten  metal:  I 
have  aeon  gang*  of  rail-layers  working 
at  high  pressure  before  a  rail-laying 
machine  In  the  Crow'*  Nest  Peas;  I 
have  aeon  men  in  factories  of  all  aorta 
working  with  engines  and  mechnnteal 
contrivance*  demanding  swift  and  sure 
sction;  but  for  finished  perfection  of 
rapid,  rhythmic  motion  I  have  never 
seen  anything  to  compare  with  th* 
working  of  that  group  of  naval  lads

There  are.  battle- 
cruisers  of  greater  tonnage  than  the 
Queen  Elizabeth,  of  more  than  twice 
her  horae-power,  and  her  equal  In  abil- 
ity to  strike  a  smashing  blow;  but  the 
battleships  which  the  Queen  Elisabeth 
represents  are  heavier  armored,  and  can 
■tand  up  to  anything  that  floats  in  a 
givs-end-tak*  fight.  A*  we  pes*  up

But  all  other  lntereats  In  tho  Queen 
Elisabeth  stand  second  to  what  after 
all,  la  the  supreme  thing  in  a  battle- 
ship— her  armament  of  guns,  two  In 
each  turret.  One  steel-sheathed  tur- 
ret, within  which  the  big  guns  are 
housed,  and  within  which  th*  gun  crew 
right  the  ship,  stands  on  the  for-ard 
deck...,  A  similar  tower  stsnds  on  ths 
after-deck  as  well.  There  ere  two 
others— four  In  all.  We  pass  through 
the  8-ln.  sheath  of  steel,  and  see  be- 
fore us  the  Immense  polished  breech  of 

•  the  huge  gun,  whose  long,  grey  barrel 
sticks  far  out  Into  the  air..  Tho  tower 
extend*  from  the  deck  to  the  ammuni- 
tion magazine  at  the  very  bottom  of  tho 
ehlp.  Disposed  about  this  polished 
breech  on  this  deck,  and  the  two  decks 
bflow,  are  the  gun  crsw,  some  forty  or 
fifty  msn  all  told,  according  to  the  gun.

Intensely  attractive  tours,  the  most  im- 
portant of  which  have  Just  been  trav- 
ersed and  logged  by  The  Times  path- 
finder under  tha  able  guidance  of  Alder- 
man A.  K.  Todd,  Herbert  Cuthbert,  C. 
L.  Harris  and  Thomas  Film  ley. 
Marine  Drive 

The  first  tour  selected  was  the  high- 
way skirting  the  shores  of  the  Straits  of 
San  Juan  de  Fuca  and  completing  a  loop 
of  the  Beenrch  Peninsula,  the  Journey 
affording  61.8  miles  of  most  enjoyable 
motoring.  * 

With  the  park  in  front  of  the  Provin- 
cial Parliament  Buildings  as  a  starting 
po^nt,  the  pathfinder  car,  guided  by  Mr. 
Cuthbert,  was  sent  over  th*»  paved 
streets  to  the  Outer  Harbor,  and  thence 
along  the  perfect  highway  that  skirts 
the  shores  of  the  Straits.  The  swells 
from  the  Pacific  Ocean  sweeping  up  the 
Straits  give  a  wonderful  sight  as  they 
dash  against  the  rock-dotted  coast  line, 
while  across  the  vast  stretch  of  water 
rise  the  rugged  Olympics,  snow-capped 
and  gorgeous.  One  is  constantly  re- 
minded of  the  presence  of  the  range  on 
the  American  side  by  the  cool  breezes 
that  sweep  over  the  Island,  carrying 
with  them  the  salty  tang  of  the  ocean 
r  Waters.     It  is  very  invigorating. 

Onward  the  car  rolled,  through  Bea- 
con Hill  Park  and  following  the  rough 
shore  line.  Six  miles  from  the  starting 
point  is  one  of  the  most  picturesque  golf 
courses  in  the  West,  for  the  rolling 
hnls  are  surrounded  by  the  waters  of 
the  Straits,  with  the  mighty  -Olympic* 
raising  high  into  the  sky  to  form  a 
background. 

Beautiful  Cadboro  Bay  was  passed, 
and  the  barracks  where  Canada  Is  train- 
ing troops  to  be  sent  to  the  bat,tlefront 
in  war- torn  Europe,  were  passed.  On 
through  Douglas  Park  and  past  Elk 
Lake  tha  pathfinder  sped,  then  Saanlch- 
ton  and  through  the  great  experimental 
farm  conducted  by  the  Canadian  Gov- 
ernment. Then  the  road  brought  into 
view  Cordova  Channel,  in  the  centre  of 
which  rises  a  beautiful  island.  For  a) 
few  miles  more  the  route  swept  north- 
1  ward  through  Sidney  and  along  the 
shores  of  attractive  inlets  and  chan- 
nels,'thence  south,  or  return  loop. 
Brentwood  Beautiful 

Emerging  from  the  woods  the  motor- 
ist comes  out  upon  the  shores  of  Union 
Bay,  or  Patricia  Bay,  as  it  also  Is 
known,  at  a  point  thirty-two  miles  from 
the  start.  Seven  miles  to  the  south  the 
main  road  Is  left  for  a  short  run  of  ap- 
proximately a  mile  and  a  half  to  Brent- 
wood, a  most  charming  resort  on  a  pro- 
tected arm  of  Saanleh  Inlet.  The  view 
from  here  Is  magnificent,  and  the  sur- 
roundings are  so  pleasant  that  one  re- 
grets having  to  leave. 

Returning  to  the  main  route  again, 
the  pathfinder  car  continued  on  the 
southbound  trip,  swinging  over  to  the 
Wilkinson  Road  and  a  few  miles  farther 
on  cutting  in  on  the  Island  Highway. 

For  several  miles  the  road  winds 
along  the  arm  of  water  known  as  tha 
Gorge,  while  across  the  expanse  of 
water  is  seen  Esquimau,  the  only  Brit- 
ish naval  station  on  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

When  the  odometer  on  the  .car  read 
•1.8  miles,  the  pathfinder  car  was  back 
at  the  starting  point,  in  front  of  the 
Parliament  Buildings,  from  which  a 
commanding  view  of  the  beautiful  Vlo 
toria  Inner  Harbor  Is"  obtained. 

It  was  a  trip  filled  wlth*"beautlful. 
varied  scenery.  "The  roads  are  good  and 
accommodations  along  the  route  excel- 
lent It  la  a  tour  that  should  nufba  i 
missed  by  Americans  motoring  on  Can- 
adian eoll. 

Motorists  from  the  United  States  will 
experience  no  difficulty  in  passing  their 
cars  through  the  customs  houses  at  Vic- 
toria on  the  international  boundary  on 
the  Pacific  Highway,  as  the  Government 
officials  are  banding  every  effort  to  fa- 
cilitate the  necessary  formalities.  Ten- 
day  permit*  are  given,  and  motorlstn 
can  avoid  unnecessary  delays  by  pre- 
paring the  following  data  In  advance  of 
reaching  the  customs  stations: 

Number  of  automobile  license,  factory 
car  number,  engine  number,  number  on 
tire*  and  their  make. 

Motorists  are  given  a  copy  of  the 
permit,  and  thla  must  be  turned  la  at 
the  point  of  leaving  British  Columbia. 
Motorist*  may  enter,  for  instance,  at 
Victoria  and  leave  by  way  of  Vaneojver 
and  tha  Pacific  Highway  and  vice  versa.

Mr.  Charles  L.  Harris,  secretary  of 
the  Island  Automobile  Association,  who 
left  Vancouver  on  Monday  of  last  week 
in  company  with  Mr.  D.  A.  Hamilton, 
editor  of  The  Western  Canadian  Motor- 
ist, of  Vancouver,  for  a  tour  of  the 
Georgian  Circuit,  arrived  in  Victoria 
yesterday  morning,  completing  the  sec- 
ond leg  of  the  trip.

The  Harris-Hamilton  party  left  Van- 
couver at  noon  on  Monday  after  having 
been  given  a  formal  eend-off  by  city 
officials  and  officers  of  the  Vancouver 
Automobile  Club.  Credentials  were 
handed  them  Which  paved  the  way  for  a 
royal  welcome -at  every  city  and  town 
on  the  circuit  They  are  able  to  an-

Germany   is  an  area  or  land  self- 
contained;  her  highways  and  her  atreeta 
are  her  private  property  and  under  her 
own  control,  and  may  bo  barred  at  will;

President  Wilson  Outlines  Po- 
sition Which  He  Wishes  to 
See  Country  Take— Precau- 
tions Against  Further  Wars. 


WASHINGTON.     May     I? President 

Wilson  declared  here  tonight  before  tha 
League  to  Enforce  Peace  that  tha 
United  States  waa  ready  to  Join  in  any 
feaaible  action  of  nations  to  preserve 
the  peace  of  the  world  against  "political 
ambition  aad  selfish  hostility"  and  la 
aervlce  of  "a  common  order,  common 
Justice  and  a  common  peace."  Ha  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  tha  terma  of  peace 
which  end  the  present  war  will  Include 
such  an  arrangement.  f 

Outlining  suggestions  for  peace  which 
the  President  said  he  hoped  the  United 
States  would  make  when  It  haa  the  op- 
portunlty  to  do  so,  he  Included  provi- 
sions for  absolute  freedom  of  the  seas, 
a  contention  which  has  been  the  key- 
stone of  all  the  diplomatic  dlacuaaiona 
with  Germany  and  Great  Britain,  and 
virtually  guarantees  of  territorial  In- 
tegrity and   political  Independence. 

Officials  interpreted  the  President  s 
address  aa  a  preliminary  feeler  foe 
peace  In  Europe.
